Americans were killed and 16 
were wounded in the four -hour 
battle in the shadow of Black 
Virgin Mountain, 45 miles nor­ 
thwest of Saigon.

The recently popular (but 


overworked) term "generation 
gap,"

different worlds and are doom- 
ed to be in constant, unrelent- 
ing conflict with each other. 
"Generation Gap" has become 
an accepted idea by many, to 
the detriment of both teens and 
their parents. 


A gap of sorts does exist 


between the two generations, of 
course, but this is as it should 
be. It amounts to the normal 
differences between te_'ns and 
adults which have been part of 
family living since the beginning 
of the human race. Current 
youth's ideas and idols must 
necessarily be different than 
those of their parents. But this 
should rarely be a cause foi 
family conflicts. Whenbothpar. 
ents and teens openly accept the 
fact that many of their ideas 
will often be different they have 
taken a long step toward peace, 
ful coexistence. 


Teen-age fads, for example, 


sometimes throw parents into a 
tizzy. The parents can't stand 
the tom-tom beat of currently 
popular teen music or weird 
costumes of the combos which 
play the music. And, on the oth. 
er hand, the young people think 
their parents are squares if 
they prefer the music of Welk 
or Lombardo. 


This kind of gap exists in 


many families and, unfortun- 
ately, becomes a source of 
trouble 
if either side openly 


criticizes the other. The secret 
of happy family relationships 
is for both parents and young 
people to apply the oil of un- 
derstanding to all such dif- 
ferences of opinion. When un« 
der standing is applied to parent- 
teen problems it means both 
are willing to concede that the 
other's opinions deserve care- 
ful consideration. It also means 
that both sides are willing to 
compromise whenever it is rea- 
sonable and proper to do so.

There 
are borderline cases when par- 
ents should bend a little and 
permit certain activities which 
they have never permitted be- 
fore. A spirit of cooperation 
in the family is the surest way 
to prevent the generation gap 
from becoming an out and out 
division infamUy relationships.

All these imponderables, ac* 
cording to the experts, would 
demand more m issiles than the 
Russians should be able to pro* 
duce during the 1970s. In other 
words, the whole theory behind 
the ABM system is subject to 
challenge.

sum e, is that the anti-Vietnam 
apparatus has elided easily and 
naturally into anti-ABM. 
Although there is no neces* 
sary connection between opposi­ 
tion to the Vietnam war and op* 
position to the deployment of 
ABM m issiles, in fact the man 
who is against the form er is 
alm ost certainly against the lat­ 
te r, for reasons which are less 
interesting logically than soc* 
lologically. 
People who oppose ABM do 
so for very different reasons. 
But the m ass of those who op­ 
pose ABM emotionally are dir* 
ectly descended from those who 
opposed 
A m erica's develop* 
ment of a hydrogen bomb. Next 
they joined with others in op­ 
position to nuclear testing. Ai* 
te r that they voted (again, with 
others ) in favor of the nuclear 
tesUban treaty and, most re­ 
cently, 
in favor of the anti- 
proliferation treaty. 
It is wrong to suggest that 
those who adopted these posi­ 
tions are forlorn of logic and 
sophistication. But it is quite 
co rrect to suggest that the emo­ 
tional inertia that d rives the 
m ajority of the 
disarm am ent 
types has led them from one to 
the other position. So that those 
who believe that Vietnam should 
be abandoned tend to do so be­ 
cause they also believe that the 
E ast-W est 
confrontation Is a 
synthetic 
problem: 
that 
the 
Communists do not represent a 
genuine threat to the security' 
of the United States. 
Under the circum stances they 
reason that the installation of 
ABM is a way of saying at very 
considerable expense that we 
actually believe in the pos si* 
bility that the Soviet Union would 
be capable of initiating a nu­ 
clear strike against us. They go 
on to say that the institutionali­ 


zation of that suspicion viz 
ABM has the perverse effect of 
giving that suspicion concrete 
expression: 
and that to do that 
is precisely to encourage the 
enemy to live up to the worst 
expectations of him. It is as 
though Father Spencer Tracy at 
Boys* Town had said to young 
Johnny, "Johnny, I think you 
are 
a wretched little b oy," 
— 
who, 
under the circum ­ 
stances, would expect other than 
that Johnny would then behave 
wretchedly? 


It sounds naive and sim plis­ 
tic . But of course many human 
emotions are, most particularly 
those which vest confidence in 
the behavior of the Soviet Union. 
M r. Joseph Alsop, quoting Sena­ 
tor Robert Kennedy and, through 
him, President John Kennedy, 
rem arks that even though the 
odds 
were 
overwhelmingly 
against the Soviet Union during 
the great confrontation of Octo­ 
b er, 1962, a significant minor­ 
ity of the Soviet General Staff 
counseled Khrushchev to call 
the U.S. challenge—to refuse 
to withdraw their m issiles. 


Congress has, in the past, 
proved 
singularly immune to 
such 
sentimentalizations 
of 
m ilitary problems as are im­ 
plicit in the anti-ABM talk (or, 
rather, most of it). But Con­ 
gress 
is hungry for support 
from Americans who presum­ 
ably not realizing the pressure 
that is coming in from the oth­ 
er side, have neglected to make 
their views known. 
In other 
words, your senator would be 
grateful for hearing from you 
that you endorse the call by the 
commander-in-chief to provide 
the United States with the lim it­ 
ed but in his judgment e sser* 
tial protection which a limited 
ABM system would provide.

Soviet Scientists Achieve Gains 
Toward Taming Hydrogen Bomb

WASHINGTON (AP)— Soviet 
scientists apparently have made 
important gains toward harnes- 
sing the power of the hydrogen 
bomb, a goal that could lead 
to unlimited cheap electrical 
power,. 
Success in taming the process 
that makes the sun's heat and 
the big bang of thermonuclear 
explosions would be a step to- 
ward reactors using the near- 
limitless hydrogen in ocean wa- 
ter — instead of expensive ura- 
nium — as fuel. 


Prof. David Rose, a nuclear 


engineering expert at the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Techno- 
logy at Cambridge, relayed in a 
telephone interview the details 
of a report from Academician 
Lev A. Artsimovich, director 
of the Soviet Union's work In the 
field. 
Rose, a key consultant for the 
United States government's ef- 
forts in the same field, said the 
Soviet report indicates 
"the 


best combination of experimen- 
tal ingredients yet achieved by 
any nation" in the nearly 20 
year-old worldwide quest. "I'm 
excited about it, and so Is every- 
else who heard the report," he 
said. 
Specifically, Artsimovich re- 


ported a combination of gains 
involving production of terrifi- 
cally hot electrified hydrogen 
gas and its confinement, how- 
ever briefly, Inside a magnetic 
field. 


Until 1962 the United States 


was the unquestioned leader In 
research in the field but the So- 
viet Union has since closed the 
gap by mounting an effort twice 
the size of the American one in 
both manpower and money, the 
Atomic 
Energy Commission 


says. 
Dr. Amasa 
Bishop 
of the 


AEC, 
chief of the American 


program, said In an interview 
before the new Soviet achieve- 
ment became known that prev- 
ious gains by scientists of sev- 
eral countries had opened defin- 


ite prospects for having hydro- 
gen-powered reactors "well 
before the turn of the century." 
One reason, he said, was that 


American, Soviet and some oth- 
er 
scientists were routinely 


heating hydrogen gas to tem- 
peratures exceeding 50 million 
degrees 
in some types of ex- 


periments. 


Although the figures reported 


by Rose for the Russian ex- 
periment were lower than that — 
about 20 million degrees — the 
temperature was held there for 
one-fiftieth of a second, which 
is longer than earlier experi- 
ments. 
The significance of the Rus- 
sian report, Rose said, is that it 


represents the best combination 
of results so far. 


The best combination would 


be a temperature of 300 million 
degrees for at least one-third 
of a second without any escape 
of gas — calledplasmi —ideal- 
ly would be so dense 300 tril- 
lion of atoms of It would fit in a 
cubic centimeter of space. 


Rose said the latest Soviet re- 
port fell 10 times short of the 
objective. But he said Artsi- 
movich reported that comple- 
tion 
of a larger machine is 


expected before the end of this 
year and plans are well ad- 
vanced for an even larger one 
capable of 55 million degrees.

"For several years now my 
special prayer has been 'Let 
the killing in Vietnam cease!' 
says Peace Pilgrim. "Ibelieve 
we should stop the bombing and 
ask a group of neutrals to come 
into Vietnam to supervise the 
holding of the nationwide elect- 


ions which should have been 
held In 1956. 


"Then we can move out, and 


after the elections have been 
held and other details taken 
move out," she said, "leaving 
Vietnam in the hands of their 
own elected officials—a victory 
for peace and for the demo- 
cratic way." 


Having completed ner 25,000 


mile walk, Peace Pilgrim will 
now travel by car, for the most 
part, in meeting her many 
speaking engagements. She ac- 
cepts no nomey in her travels 
and allows herself only to re- 
ceive meals and accomodations, 
and sometimes the kindness of 
a ride between points. 


She has begun her fifth peace 


pilgrimage route from Calif- 
ornia, and expects to cover 48 
states in four years.

AP Selene# W riter 
WASHINGTON (A P )- Soviet 
scientists apparently have made 
Important gains toward harnes­ 
sing the power of the hydrogen 
bomb, a goal that could lead 
to unlimited cheap electrical 
power. 
Success in taming the process 
that mokes the sun’s heat and 
the big bong of thermonuclear 
explosions would be a step to­ 
ward reactors using the near- 
lim itless hydrogen in ocean wa­ 
ter — instead of expensive u ra­ 
nium — as fuel. 
Prof. David Rose, a nuclear 
engineering expert at the M as­ 
sachusetts Institute of Techno­ 
logy at Cambridge, relayed in a 
telephone interview the details 
of a report from Academician 
Lev A. Artsimovich, director 
of the Soviet Union’s work in the 
field. 
Rose, a key consultant for the 
United States government’s ef­ 
forts In the same field, said the 
Soviet report indicates "the 
best combination of experim en­ 
tal ingredients yet achieved by 
any nation” in the nearly 20- 
year-old worldwide q u est.'T m 
excited about it, and so is every- 
else who heard the report,” he 
said. 
Specifically, Artsimovich re ­ 
ported a combination of gains 
Involving production of te rrifi­ 
cally hot electrified hydrogen 
gas and its confinement, how­ 
ever briefly, inside a magnetic 
field. 
UntU 1962 the United States 
was the unquestioned leader in 
research in the field but the So­ 
viet Union has since closed the 
gap by mounting an effort twice 
the size of the American one in 
both manpower and money, the 
Atomic

says. 
Dr. Amasa 
Bishop 
of the 
AEC, 
chief of the American 
program , said in an interview 
before the new Soviet achieve­ 
ment became known that prev­ 
ious gains by scientists of sev­ 
eral countries had opened defin­ 


ite prospects for having hydro­ 
gen-powered 
reactors 
"well 
before the turn of the century/* 
One reason, he said, was that 
American, Soviet and some oth­ 
e r 
scientists w ere routinely 
heating hydrogen gas to tem ­ 
peratures exceeding 50 million 
degrees 
in some types of ex­ 
perim ents. 


Although the figures reported 
by Rose for the Russian ex­ 
perim ent were lower than that— 
about 20 million degrees — the 
tem perature was held there for 
one-fiftieth of a second, which 
Is longer than earlier experi­ 
m ents. 
The significance of the Rus­ 
sian report, Rose said, is that it 


represents the best combination 
of results to far. 


The beat combination would 
be a temperature of 300 million 
degrees for at least one-third 
of a second without any escape 
of gas — called plasm a—ideal­ 
ly would be so dense 300 t r il­ 
lion of atoms of it would fit in a 
cubic centimeter of space.

"I am writing you in regard to the cancellation of the Kiwanis 


Northern California All-Star Football Gams. It is mv under- 
standing that the committee would not certify the game because 
there was not enough money donated to charity. I realize that 
you must set standards but I also feel that some consideration 
should be given the length of time the game has been played 
and to the weather conditions the night of the gams. 


I have coached and served on All-Star selection committees 


for the past ten years and it has been my experience that All- 
Star games grow in popularity. Last year was the first year of 
the Kiwanis Gams and the gate was not as good as it should be 
in future years. Also the gate was hurt considerably by heavy 
rain the evening of the game, a condition which is very rare for 
this part of California during August. 
I feel that if given the 


chance this game would becoma very popular. 


My real concern is for the fifty young men that your committee 


have so badly disappointed. 
I feel you have been unfair to these 


boys . 
It was not right to cancel the game after the selections 


were made and the boys were notified. From my last years team 
two boys ware selected to play in the game. When I informed 
them that the game was not to be played they wer both hurt and 
disillusioned. They said, "It just isn't fair", and I must agree 
with them. At a time when W3 are having so much trouble with 
our university and college students I don't think your actions 
were justified, disappointing fifty fine young men, 


I feel that there is one thing your committee should definitely 


do next year and that is to notify the games that will not be car- . 
tilled at a much earlier date than March. I would suggest a date 
in December before the teams and coaches have been selected. 
In this way the boys would not be disappointed. 


I havs spent the past twenty years coaching and working with 


high school athletes and I feel strongly your action was wrong in 
this case. 
I would like very much for your committee to re- 


consider the game. I am enclosing copies of newspaper articles 
from two o f our Northern California cities expressing their 
feelings on the cancellation of the gams."

airline hijacking to Cuba, re ­ 
turning passengers and crew 
said Sunday. 
And 
as a small comfort to 
Pan American World Airways 
which must bear the estimated 
$10,000 tab for a hijacking, 
stewardess Janet Hoffman de­ 
manded and got 50 cents for the 
hijacker’s drink. 
"He handed me a dollar, and 
I gave him back 50 cents and he 
sm iled /’ she said. 
The 84 passengers and seven 
crew of the San Juan -to-Miami 
flight reached here aboard the 
jetliner some four hours after 
its forced stop in Havana. 
The pilot, Capt. George Dox, 
said the pirates surrendered 
two guns and a hunting knife to 
the two Cuban militia men who 
met the plane at a Havana a ir­ 
port. 
Radio Havana described the 
hijackers only as "four ta.it- 
viduals." 
The hijacking raised the num­ 
ber oí passengers and crew who 
have been aboard airliners di­ 
verted to Havana this year to 
1,739.
